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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE,  1936. 

The  various  improvements  recently  initiated  in  the  Hospital 
have  at  last  been  completed,  and  the  ordinary  routine  work  has 
been  carried  on  uninterruptedly  since  February.  In  that  month 
the  late  Bishop  of  Woolwich  performed  the  official  opening  of 
the  new  buildings,  and  a  large  attendance  made  this  ceremony 
a  most  impressive  and  enthusiastic  one.  Great  interest  was 
shown  in  the  up-to-date  Theatre  and  modern  apparatus,  while 
the  new  private  wards  and  their  scheme  of  decorations  and 
furniture  proved  a  special  attraction.  Certain  kind  friends  of 
the  Hospital  had  generously  undertaken  to  furnish  each  of  the 
three  wards  and  the  result  was  most  satisfactory. 

The  “  New  Theatre”  Fund  benefited  to  the  extent  of  ^44 
from  a  collection  made,  and  a  large  part  of  the  furniture  and 
surgical  apparatus  was  promised  or  given  at  the  same  time. 

These  gifts  are  shown  as  donations  in  the  list  at  the  end  of 
this  report  and  the  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  thanking  everyone  who  has  generously  helped  the 
“  New  Operating  Theatre  Fund  ”  in  this  practical  manner. 

The  cost  of  the  buildings  and  equipments  amounts  to  over 
^4,400  and  the  amount  received  to  date  being  about  ^3,600, 
there  still  remains  ^800  to  find.  This  has  been  met  by  the 
sale  of  securities  invested  for  general  purposes,  but  it  is  hoped 
to  reinstate  at  least  part  of  these  monies  as  soon  as  further 
donations  have  been  received,  as  the  increasing  cost  of  the 
treatment  of  patients  in  a  modern  hospital  makes  it  imperative 
to  have  some  reserve  funds. 

This  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  in  many  respects,  and  for 
the  first  time  for  some  years  the  expenditure  has  exceeded  the 
income. 

The  deficit  is  ^357,  and  this  combined  with  the  debt  on  the 
buildings  brings  the  amount  to  over  ^1,150. 

Patients,  on  the  whole,  do  their  best  to  pay  as  much  as  they 
can  and  it  will  be  noted  that,  including  the  Hospital  Savings 
Association  scheme,  they  have  actually  provided  over  half  the 
hospital’s  income,  which  is  quite  a  good  proportion.  The 
balance  has  to  be  made  up  by  donations,  invested  funds,  and 
subscriptions. 

It  is  the  last  mentioned  that  should  be  increased,  and  if 
everyone  in  the  district  would  do  his  fair  share  there 
should  be  no  need  for  financial  worry.  Unfortunately  old 
subscribers  drop  out,  but  new  ones  do  not  take  their  place,  and 
this  source  of  income  is  being  reduced  nearly  every  year. 

This  appeal  is  not  made  to  present  subscribers,  but  to  new 
residents  of  the  neighbourhood  who  should  realise  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  of  citizenship. 

MEDICAL. 

The  year  under  review  has  not  been  a  record  one  from 
the  number  of  patients  treated,  though  as  will  be  seen  from

An  extra  out-patient  day,  under  Lt.-Col.  Tressider,  specialis¬ 
ing  in  Nose,  Throat  and  Ear  diseases,  has  been  introduced  with 
marked  success. 

The  New  Operating  Theatre,  which  was  put  into  full  use  at 
the  end  of  February,  has  proved  most  satisfactory,  and  operating 
work  has  been  carried  out  under  the  best  conditions — a  fact 
that  has  been  thoroughly  appreciated  by  both  surgeons  and 
nursing  staff. 

The  new  private  wards  have  also  proved  very  beneficial  to 
patients,  the  sunny  aspect  and  pleasant  up-to-date  furnishing 
being  a  great  advance  on  the  old  rooms. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  several  years  the  work  of  the 
hospital  has  been  done  voluntarily  and  cheerfully  by  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff,  and  great  praise  i^  due  both  to  them 
and  the  Matron  and  all  the  nursing  staff  for  their  continued 
efforts  and  attention  on  behalf  of  the  patients,  which  has  resulted 
in  that  smooth  running  and  efficiency  which  are  so  essential  to 
a  hospital.
